Blanks are what coins are 
made from. Coins begin

Blanks are pre-cut shapes of 
metal that are mostly made 
up of copper and nickel. 
Blanks are usually round In

Before blanks can be used 
in the coining presses, they 
need to be softened and 
cleaned. These processes 
are referred to as annealing 
and ournishing. 


Annealing is necessary 

to soften the metal in the 
blanks so that it is easier 
to strike the image on to 
it. Blanks are placed ina 
furnace and heated at the 
extremely hot temperature 


of 850 degrees Celsius!

The process of making a 
coin is referred to as the 
‘coining process’. In this 
process, dies are installed in 
the coining press and blanks 
are fed into the machine 

to be struck. Blanks are 
automatically fed into the 
machine and held in place 
by a collar. While in the 
collar, two dies strike either 
side of the blank making a 
coin. The two sides of 

the coin, heads and tails, 
are referred to as the 
obverse (heads) and the 
reverse (tails). 
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Once. a coin has been 
struck, it is collected in 

a small catch box that is 
regularly checked for quality, 
then it is transferred into a 
larger tote box. 


After coining, the coins are 
security packed and sent 
out to the Reserve Bank of 
Australia (RBA). The RBA 
then distributes shiny new 
coins to banks all over 
Australia so that shops can 
use them for change. These 
coins find their way into 
your purses and pockets 
when you buy something 
from a shop.
